If we can 
admire it or approve it we are in a con- 
dition to fmgnt tho physical discomfort it 
may liave caused us, and to enjoy it more 
or less even without other icwanl. 
It 


has come like a revelation to more than 
one and it would come much oftentr and 
be a living and breathing presence to 
thousands more if parents or guaidians 
would teach it to their children that no 
work ever is or can be degrading which 
has an honorable purpose, and to make 
it entertaining, so that it shall confer 
pleasure on the worker, he has but to aim 
to do it in the best possible manner, 
.there is always a chance for the ambi- 
tious to shine, and it is far better to shine 
there than to waste thought, anxiety and 
effort with uncertain attempt to win the 
breath of popular applause. 


What is most wonted to moke this 


world more attractive is not a new fieid 
of effort for women, or any other class, 
in which they are all to be " regal masters" 
but a better appreciation of the work 
already before them. There is inevitable 
work to be done, and the problem is to do 
it m the best way, so that it shall return 
notonly pecuniary piofit but pleasure also 
The latter is there, and tlie only problem 
is to extract it, and success depends upon 
the spirit brought to the work. If that 
is willing, cheerful and determiued there 
will be a triumph and an elevation in the 
social tone. But those who teach that 
any virtuous work is degrading arc little 
elsetban enemies of society. 
They breed 


an unhealthy tone of discontent, and that 
is one of tha first steps, if not the first, 
to social misery and anarchy. Ambition 
is well, but it must be an intelligent Ap- 
preciable ambition, and not one which 
is misdirected and pointless, with no basis 
of good for the geneial public —Pfuln- 
delphia PJ«SS.

Folwell to come to this neighborhood and 
full sick or meet with any accident that 
would make medical aid necessary, for 
our doctors would be apt to put him 
through the most heroic treatment he 
ever experienced. The Prothonatary we 
understand has been charging $1.50 for 
registering the physicians and furnishing 
them with certificates. This the physi- 
cians of this section think unwarranted, 
as there is nothing in the law sanctioning 
the giving of a certificate or the charg- 
ing of more than $1.00, for which he is 
bound to give not a certificate with the 
seal of the coui t, but simply a receipt. 
This at least is what our medical men say 
and on Tuesday they resolved not to pay 
more than the amount named in the law. 
They base their resolution upon the sixth 
sestion of the act to provide for the regis- 
tration of all practitioners of medicine 
and surgery approved by the Governor,

It is at such a feverish 
season as this, that the ghastly phases of 
tenement house life are revealed, in a 
way that cannot fail to excite the sym- 
pathy of even the most callous possessor 
of nn abundance of this world's goods. 


New York has lost one of its most solid 


citizens. James Stokes the banker, died 
on Monday at the ripe ago of 78. For 
over half a century, he has been actively 
interested in the business prosperity of 
this city 
Conservative in his methods 


and straightforward in his dealings, his 
career affords a striking contrast to that 
of the mushroom millionaires, with which 
this city abounds, who have been made 
rich by "ways that aro dark," in that 
seething maelstrom of speculation—Wall 
street. 
1'nlikc them he made no glitter- 


ing display of his wealth. His home was 
elegant, but unostentatious and his sons 
instead of being pampered and spoiled 
were early familiarized with business and 
are all successful men. Mr. Stokes left 
17,000,000. 


Speculation is active. Never more so 


than at present and Wall street is full of 
"flats" with a few dollars, which the 
sharpers are gathering in with such case 
and nonchalance, that unsophisticated 
anglers for fortunes arc astonished. Just 


now, 
more particulni ly than at any time, 


it is n good place to steer clear of. Such 
astute operations ns Uncle Rufus Hatch, 
who has made and lost several fortunes in 
stocks, is dabbling in grain. He predicts 
a short crop of cereals and an active for- 
pjjrti tlomiincl, mid la yoiny in .iltoilg. 
Hatch is a shrewd customer, but the wise 
ones of the grain market predict that he 
will get badly "roasted." 
As lie has 


already cleared a pretty trifle in the neigh- 
borhood of $200,000, Uncle Rufus could 
stand quite a loss without wincing. 
And 


speaking of speculation reminds me of 
the railroad war. The cutting of rates 
still prevails, but it is the general opinion 
that the differences of competing lines 
will soon be adjusted, and that the old 
rates will be resumed. 
Vanderbilt has 


given the rivals of the New York'Central 
and Lake Shore a lesson they will not 
soon forget. 
A lack of business is the 


real cause of tlie war nnd the strife may 
be regarded as tlie premonitory sign of a 
reduction of dividends on the Lake Shore 
stock and indeed on the supposed invuln- 
erable New York Central. 


In February, 1878, tlie ordinance mak- 


ing the carrying of a pistol, without 
special permission of the police, a misde- 
meanor, became a law. The number of 
permits granted to citizens, had reached 
five thousand three weeks ago, and since 
the robbery of $10,000 from the brewery 
clerk on Lexington Avenue, in broad day 
light, the applications have more than 
trebled, coming in at the rate of ten or 
fifteen a day, and promising to swell the 
number to si.x thousand soon. This effect 
is the usual, one that follows a startling 
crime. It does not however argue a

had come hither to earn money sufficient 
to enable him to return to the Fatherland 
and reclaim his ancestral acres.

wealthy maiden smiled sweetly and approv- 
ingly upon him, and the mere pittance 
earned at garter-making barely sufficed 
to keep soul and body together. In des- 
pair with a rope round his neck he ended 
his earthly troubles.

in speed. This keen rivalry has been a 
source of endless enjoyment to the deni- 
zens of the American Rhine, and it has 
been useful at least in this, that it has 
given to tourists in search of the beauties 
of the noble river, the advantages of 
traveling on what are undoubtedly the 
fastest steamers in the world. But still 
they are not happy. They know that the

are the "Albany" and "Mary Powell," 
both guaranteed by their owners to whip

Each boat has

day that the boats are running they arc 
trying to outdo each other. Everybody 
more or less, who has occasion to travel 
on the river has been eager to bet on the 
result from $10,000 down to a white hat, 
and some day in the near future they may 
be accommodated.

The old Bloodgood Hotel, fronting on 


Delaware avenue at Walnut street, Phila- 
delphin, has got to go to make room for 
the increasing freight traffic of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. 
In 1874 the building 


ceased to be a hotel and passed into the 
hands of the railroad company, being 
used for offices. 
Prior to 1836 it was 


known as the "Lafayette Block," and 
was used entirely for business purposes. 
In the above year the Camclcn and Phila- 
delphia Steamboat Company, which then 
ran their ferryboats to Walnut street 
wharf, purchased it, one portion of the 
east end being converted into a hotel. 
A young man whom Commodore Vander- 
bilt had had on the river from boyhood 
was its purchaser, and it then became 
known as"Bloodgood'sHotel." Inl871 
John Graham succeeded Mr. Bloodgood, 
and five years afterward the house ceased 
to be a hostelrie. After the removal of 
the Caindcn and Amboy Company's ferry 
Chestnut street to Walnut street wharf, 
" Bloodgood's" became a famous house, 
and when its proprietor retired in 1871, 
he carried a fortune with him. The old 
landmark is now being torn away, before 
the march of increasing railroad business. 


—Nathan Orlando Greenfield was exe- 


cuted at Syracuse, N. Y., last Friday 
morning, for the murder of his wife, 
Alice, at Orwell, Oswego county, October 
21, 1875. The case was remarkable for its 
stubborn contest in the courts. There were 
three trials, the jury once disagreeing and 
twice finding a verdict of guilty; two 
stays of proceedings and reprieves.

THE KURTZ 
DIVORCE 
CASE. — On 


August 1, 1881, Mrs. Lois A. Kurtz, by 
her next friend. Job Sapp, her brother- 
in-law, a butcher, residing at the south- 
east corner of Second street and Wash- 
ington avenue, filed a petition for a di- 
vorce from her husband,IIoratio I. Kurtz, 
residing at No. 005 Sansom street, on the 
grounds of "ciuel and barbarous treat- 
ment and offering such indignities to her 
person as to render her life 
burden- 


some." 


The petition was filed August 1, 1881, 


nnd served upon Mr. Kurtz August ", 
1881, being an interval of twenty-five 
da3's since the affidavit which bears date 
July 8, 1881, sworn to by Mr. Kurtz, and 
a capias issued by which William Dclkcr, 
druggist, noitheast corner Tenth and 
Arch streets, was arrested, charged with 
alienating the affections of his wife. 
Mr. 


Kuitz claims that he had no knowledge 
of this petition for a divorce, and it did 
not exist at the time his affidavit was 
made, and could not have been the rca' 
son for taking revenge upon Mr. Delker, 
as published three davs before July 8, 
1881, and nearly one month before this 
petition for divorce was filed. Kurtz 
also charges William Delker with assault- 
ing him on the street by shaking his fin- 
ger in his face arid saying, "This woman 
(meaning Mrs. Kurtz) was not his (Kurtz's) 
wife at all," two witnesses being present 
— a lette* carrier and James McAllister, 
the private watchman of the square, Tenth 
and Arch strectr.

TOY PISTOLS AHD LOCKJAW. 


On sirmmin: up the casualties of our 


explosive holiihy, the Fourth of July, the 
number* of tb<- killed and maimed rival 
those of some l*ttles which have decided 
the fate of empires. 


The majoritv of the injuries were inflic- 


ted by the tov pistol, using blank car- 
tridges, the introduction of which has 
been followed by a general epidemic of 
lockjaw, particularly in our larger towns 
and cities. 


The toy is a cheap contrivance of cast 


iron, with a barrel about two inches long. 
It is a breech loader, intended for blank 
cartridges, the powder heing held in a 
metallic case < itner by a paper wad or by 
folding inward the slashed end of the car- 
tridge case. There is no half-cock; the 
trigger catch in roughly made, and there 
is always danger of r.n accidental dis- 
charge when the hinged barrel is being 
returned to place after the insertion of 
the cartridge. At such times the barrel 
is held in the loft hand, and the discharge 
inflicts an ugh wound in the palm. Other 
wounds are in I lie ted by the paper wad, or 
by fragments of the cut end of the cop- 
per cartridge-! ase,which arc shot off with 
considerable force. In other cases buck- 
shot, gravel, nulls, 01 other missiles, placed 
in the barrel liy heedless or malicious ur- 
chins, have caused severe, sometimes fa- 
tal, injuries. 
The more serious wounds, 


however, arc usually caused by accidental 
discharges, the powder, wad, or copper 
fragments entering the lacerated palm, 
and so injuring the nerves that lockjaw is 
the result. There were seventeen fatul 
cases of this sort in Baltimore on the 
fourth. Fiftj cases were brought in for 
treatment to three hospitals in this city, 
with eight or (en deaths; and there is no 
telling how rrmny cases were under private 
treatment. 
Other towns appear to have 


suffered proportionally except Philadel- 
phia, where, in consequence of fifteen fa- 
talities from toy-pibtol wounds last year, 
the use of the weapon this year was sup- 
pressed by the city authorities. 


Other towns will do well to follow the 


example of Philadelphia. Parents are of- 
ten ignorant or careless, and a five or ten 
cent pistol oilers irresistible attractions 
to many boys. In anticipation of nuxt 
years celebration some means should be 
adopted to prevent the manufacture, sale 
and use of such murderous playthings. 
Even the use of the pistol-shaped device 
for mapping )>:iper caps should be stopped. 
No harm can result from them directly , 
but the habit which children acquire of 
pointing such things at each other in fun, 
is not conducive to care or caution in 
handling real pistols.—Scientific 
Amer- 


ican.

Her decks 
were full of hornc'l beasts; and what with 
the bellowing of -hese animals, the hiss- 
ing of steam, tin shouts of the seamen 
and the whirring of a great steamwincli, 
the uproar was tolerably confusing. In 
the midst of the beasts—that is to say, 
bobbing and glowering among the stalls, 
with ashen faces i<nd sandy hair, and pic- 
turesquely wild raiment, were some forty 
or fifty men, women and children. 


"Who are tiiote people ?" I asked a 


bystander. 


"Emigrants," v as the answer. 
"Emigrants!" I exclaimed. ''Surely 


these cattle ships don't carry emigrants." 


"Yes they do," said the man. 
<'And where 1(0 they sleep V 
I in- 


quired. 


"Among the cattle—in the forepeak— 


in the lee scuppers—anywheres. 
They 


are more stowawavs than emigrants. They 
pays a trifle for the passage. 
They brings 


no bedding, or, if they do, they never lays 
'em. They lump together anyhow." 


"What are they ?" I asked. 
"Germans, Danes, Norwegians and the 


like," he answered. " They're bound to 
America. 
They'll smuggle themselves 


over to Liverpool somehow, just as they've 
smuggled themselves across the North 
Sea. 
Money's un object with them I 


sp'ose, and they don't mind how nasty 
life is, so long as it's cheap." 


From inquiries I afterward made, I 


found that what had been told me was 


uite true. Hundreds of the poorest or- 
ers of the Scandinavian peasants are 
anded on our northeastern coasts every 
car by these cattle ships. Their sufl'er- 
ngs during the voyage across the North 
en are not to bt described. 
It is liter- 


lly a fact that they lie in the mire and 
ilth of the decks, or are crowded without 
ledding, with accommodation of any kind 
jelow—masses of them, men, women and 
hildren — huddled together, battened 
own in darkness and foul air in stormy 


weather, and feeding one knows not how 
lor on what.—London Teluyrapli.

Look steadily at a bright object, keep 


the eyes immovably on it for n short 
time, and then close them.

stitute for slate and pencil by holding in 
visual memory pictures of the figures 
upon which they are operating, and those 
of their results. 
In my youthful days I 


was acquainted with an ecentric old man, 
who then lived at Kilburn Priory, where 
he surrounded himself with curious old 
furniture, reputed to have originally be- 
longed to Cai dinal Wolscy, and which, as 
I was told, he bequeathed to the Queen 
at his death. He was then celebrated, 
but now forgotten. 
"Memory Thomp- 


son,'' who, in his early days, was a town 
traveler (for :i brewery, if I remember 
rightly,) and who trained himself to the 
performance of wonderful feats of eye 
memory 
He could close his eyes and 


picture within himself a panorama of Ox- 
ford street and other parts of London, in 
which picture every inscription over every 
shop was so perfect and reliable that he 
could describe and certify to the names 
and occupants of all the houses of these 
streets at certain dates, when postoffice 
directories were not as they now are. 
Although Memory Thompson is forgotten, 
his special faculty is just now receiving 
some attention, and it is proposed to 
specially cultivate it in elementary schools 
by placing objects before pupils for a 
given time, then taking them away and 
requiring the pupil to draw them. 
That 


such a faculty exists and may be of great 
service is unquestionable. 
Systematic 


efforts to educate it, if successful, will do 
good service to the rising generation;. 
and, even should the proposed training 
afford smaller results than its projectors 
anticipate, the experiments, if carefully 
made and registered, caunot fail to im- 
prove our knowledge of mental physiology. 


AN ALL-KAIL ROUTE ALONG THE 


COAST FROM SANDY HOOK TO CAI'E 
MAT.—A correspondent writing from 
Atlantic City speaks of a project for 
building a railroad skirting the beach, to 
make, with the roads now in existence, a 
continuous line all the way from Sandy 
Hook to Cape May. He says:—There is 
a marked deepening of interest iu the 
Brigantir.e Beach railroad scheme, and 
after the weather and the water supply it 
has come to be the principal topic ol 
public discussion and comment. 
The 


scheme has already far transcended its 
original limits, and now embraces the 
building of a railroad all along the coast 
which, in connection with those already 
in existence, would form a continuous line 
from Sandy Hook to Cape May. Such a 
road, connecting all the New Jersey 
watering-places with each other and with 
New York would be of immense value in 
developing seaside resources, and a ride 
of a hundred and fifty miles on the very 
shingle would be one of the wonders ol 
the world. The nucleus of this great 
scheme is a proposed road along Peck's 
Beach, then another for a distance of tan 
miles along the beach of Atlantic City, 
and finally tlie Itrigantine Beach road, 
three miles mor». If this last namec 
road were extended a little further ii 
would reach Bgg Harbor, whence itcouk 
easily be connected with that growing 
and popular resort, Beach Haven. 


Congressman A. C. Harmer and Presi- 


dent C. D. Freeman, of the Camden nnc 
Atlantic Railroad Company, and their 
friends are energetically pushing the 
scheme. The principle trouble will be 
to cross the inlets. Some of them are a 
mile in width, and full of stormy waters 
There are worse things than the wave; 
though, to wit., the fishermen. They are 
desperately opposed to anything that wil 
interfere in any way with their calling 
All the more so, perhaps because of late 
years that calling has not been so profit- 
able as hithe rto. Of course, drawbridge 
will be built, but such narrow gates dc 
not suit the teaman's fancy.

cod the matter may finally, have to be re- 
ferred to tha authorities at Washington 
fcr settlement under the United State 
n.ivigatkw l.iws.

late Queen and Princess were borne in 
catafalque and pi ocession with great pomp 
and ceremony from their temporary rest- 
ing place in the Palace to the pramane or 
cremation building, where they were 
placed upon the funeral pile.

BEAUTIFUL POTTERY.—The Portu 


gucse pottery sent over th.is season to the 
London bazaars has fairly taken English 
connisseurs by surprise. 
The new fac- 


tory at Alcobaca bids fair to rival those 
of Matlock and Mintoc. When the wars 
in Italy had caused the pillage of the con- 
vents and the dispersion of many religious 
orders, a vast number of reverend fathers 
retired to Alcobaca until the storms had 
passed over their country. There they 
discovered the clay which was used in 
in their own country for the manufacture 
of the Raphael ware, and established 
within the walls of their convent a kiln 
fitted for baking the wixre, and with the 
aid of the models brought from Italy, 
succeeded in producing the most lovely 
specimens of this kind of manufacture. 
But with the departure of the monks the 
arts and sciences left Alcobaca, and when 
the English army encamped beneath the 
ruined walls, the"beautiful Alcobaca ware 
was only to be recognized in the scattered 
potsherds thrown in disorder around. 


A year or two ago some enterprising 


Portuguese gentlemen happening to visit 
the ruins of the monastery chanced to 
pick up a fragment of a church base com- 
posed of this ware, and which was of great 
value, being ornamented with gilt circles 
and edged with enamel. They at once 
set about to restore the manufacture of 
Alcobacan ware, with the success above 
referred to.
